RICIA NIXON had no sooner placed one petite foot on British soil 
than British newspapers proclaimed her "America's little princess." 


- Her mother boasts proudly of Tricin's volunteer work, And her father 
once said of Tricia: 


"I remember the day Patricia was horn. I was not there. That's the 


story of her life. It seemed I was always saying goodbye ..." 


But if Tricia has any clues about her personality, she's not giving them 


away. 


"If you haven't seen my name in the newspapers, yon know I'm hav- 


ing a good time," she says. 


Editors and writers, nevertheless, have-through Tricia's politeness 


and their own perseverance—extracted a host of tiny details about the 
23-year-old-bIonde. 


She wears size four dresses. Her favorite color is pink and her best 


beau is Edward Cox, a law student, whose White House visits have been 
one of the best kept secrets so far during the Nixon administration. 


Since her father's inauguration Tricia has been reluctant to give news 


interviews. She has held only one news conference and that was in 
England. 


A White House biographical sketch states that Tricia was born in 


Whittier, Calif., February 21, 1940. She attended public and private 
schools, including Sidvycll Friends School in Washington, Marlboro 
School for Girls in Los Angeles and Miss Chapins School in New York 
City, where she graduated. 


Unlike her sister Julie, who went o(f to Northampton, Mass., to Smith 


College, Tricia chose to attend Finch College in New York City so that 


she could live at home and walk the IS blocks from the Nixon's Fifth 
Avenue apartment. 


At Finch, classmates regarded Tricia as a sweet, unassuming girl, who 


did not wish to receive special treatment because of her father's position. 


She was elected class president in her junior year and was tapped for 


the school's highest )ionorary,lncaintis Melora. 


Every Christmas she invited her class home for a party. 
One teacher recalled that after a heated discussion on Vietnam, Tricia 


quietly went to her after class and asked, "(f I bring you some of my 
father's speeches, will you read them?" 


In her junior year she wrote a paper on her father's role in the era of 


Sen. Joseph McCarthy. 


"It's funny when you're doing something like that and it's your own 


father. I'd cross out Daddy and put in Mr. Nixon. It's hard being in a 
class when you're talking about current things. But it didn't bother me 
when Daddy's name was brought up. 1 felt I could contribute some- 
thing." 


She considered going to law school but decided "I've been in school 


for so long. I'd like to get out and have a different kind of life, a non- 
student life." 


What she got was more of the same kind of life she's had all along- 


campaigning, traveling, meeting famous people and moving in the lime- 
light. 


She thought about taking a job on Capitol Hill, where she once 


worked for Sen. George Murphy, R-Calif., but decided to do volunteer 
work and travel instead. 


"It's only 4 or 8 years," .she said. "And yon ought to t.'ike advantage 


of it."

Halloween Joy Is a 
Home-Sewn Costume

Watch 
out—h ere 
they 


come! The annual parade of 
ghosts and goblins, pirates 
and p r i n c e s s e s , tramps, 
skeletons and half-pint hip- 
pies is about to begin. It's 
Halloween—and happiness is 
a homemade costume that is 
more 
o r i g i n a l , scarier, 


groovier or prettier 
than 


anyone else's. 


Home sewing pays off 


when it comes to costumes. 
The store-bought variety is 
getting more and more ex- 
pensive as well as more and 
more shoddy, while home- 
made outfits can often be 
created at little or no cost 
from materials already at 
hand. 


The everyday ingredient in 


today's clown costume is a 
sheet—preferably a printed, 
striped or colored one. If 
you're stuck with a plain-' 
white sheet, treat it to a dye 
bath first. Easy-to-follow di- 
rections are by Necchi Sew- 
ing Machines of Italy. 


FolJ sheet in half cross- 


wise as shown in diagram, 
with fold at top. Draw pat- 
tern as shown on folded 
sheet, and cut out along 
solid lines. Sew front and 
back sections together, as 
indicated by arrows. 


Stitch quarter-inch hems 


at edges of neck, sleeve and 
ankle ruffles. On wrong side 
of costume, sew single fold 


bias tape to form casing. The 
broken lines on the diagram 
indicate the casings. 


Measure the child's wrist 


and cut two pieces of narrow 
elastic 
two inches longer 


than the measurement. Pull 
elastic through wrist casings 
and stitch together. Do same 
for ankle casings. 


Run a ribbon through neck? 


casing, 
remembering 
that 


the opening must be large 
enough for the child to step 
into when putting on the cos- 
tume. Tie the ribbon in a 
bow to close the neck open- 
ing and form a ruffle. 


Add your own decorative 


touches to the costume. Sew 
rickrack or ribbons on all 
ruffles, using an automatic 
zigzag stitch with contrast- 
ing thread. 


To make the pompons, cut 


a piece of cardboard three 
inches wide and wind the 
yarn directly from the ball 
around the cardboard. The 
more turns you take, the fat- 
ter your pompons will be. 
Wind firmly but not tightly. 
Tie at one edge of the card- 
board and cut at the opposite 
edge. Roll the pompon be- 
tween your palms to shape 
it. Trim evenly with scissors. 
Stitch to costume and hat. 


Add a layer of rouge and 


lipstick for a clown face, 
and send your little trick-or- 
treater out for a memorable 
evening.

The slow player is a men- 


ace to everyone at the table. 
Not that he wins from them, 
but rather that he spoils the 
game. 


Strangely enough, you can 


speed up your own play ma- 
terially if you will learn to 
stop and think when it is im- 
portant to do so and the most 
important time for declarer 
to think is before playing to 
the first trick. 


Today's hand is a good ex- 


ample. South played the jack 
of spades from dummy with- 
out a moment's hesitation. It 
held the trick and, all of a 
sudden, South realized he 
had problems. 


Ten minutes later, he had 


solved all his problems un- 
successfully and East and 
West had entered a plus 
score of 200, representing the 
penalty for down-two vulner- 
able. 


If South had just bothered 


to think for a few seconds be- 
fore putting his hand on the 
jack of spades, he would 
have played the seven-spot. 
East's 
nine 
would 
have 


forced South's ace but South 
would have been off and 
running. He would have gone 
right after the diamond suit. 


He had done that anyway 


but there was a great differ- 
ence in what happened. With 
the ace of spades played at 
trick one and the queen and 
jack left in dummy, there 
was no way for East and 
West to keep South from get- 
ting into dummy to win three 
more diamond tricks and he 
would have wound up with 
game, rubber and, probably, 
an overtrick.

About Draft 
Lottery Plan 


By THE 
ASSOCIATED PRESS 


What it would do: Set up a lot- 


tery, held in late September or 
early October each year to de- 
termine the draft order for the 
following year's 365 birthdates. 
Men whose 19th birthday falls 
on the first dates drawn would 
know they faced the draft in 
January 
or 
February. Men 


whose birthdates were drawn 
last 
would likely escape the 


draft entirely. 


The present system: All able- 


bodied men 19 to 26 years of age 
are subject to the draft on an 
oldest-first basis. Since most 
older men already have been 
drafted 
the 
men now being 


culled are usually in the20-to-21 
age group.

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Teeth Discoloration 


Probably Is Permanent 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


My 6-year-old daughter's two 
front teeth are 
discolored 


and streaked with stain. Our 
dentist says it's from anti- 
biotics taken when she was 
a baby, and he says the stain 
will never come off. I just 
can't believe it—Mrs. P. B. 


ANSWER: 
If the stains 


were caused by tetracycline 
group antibiotics, they'll al- 
ways remain. This discolora- 
tion is not on the surface but 
actually combined into the 
enamel structure and can't 
be polished, s c r a p e d or 
ground off. 


If discoloration is too dis- 


figuring, teeth can be cov- 
ered with porcelain caps. 
This should not be done until 
the roots are fully formed, 
usually some years after the 
eruption of teeth. The vital- 
ity of a tooth may be com- 
promised by grinding it for 
cap preparation before the 
roots are fully matured.

given to children during the 
formation of e n a m e l and

month of intrauterine life to 
8 or 9 years of age.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I've been told by my dentist 
that I must have all my teeth 
taken out in order to prevent 
cancer. I'm only 38 years old 
and my teeth are in good 
condition. Could this dentist 
be wrong?—Hilde S. 


A N S W E R : I don't know 


what to say about that. I 
must admit that I've never 
heard of such a thing before. 
I can't imagine why or how 
teeth extractions could pre- 
vent cancer. 


You know what I'd do if I 


were you? I'd consult with 
another dentist and get his 
opinion.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


Is it possible that bad teeth 
can affect one's health and 
cause nervousness and fall- 
ing hair?—Jesse E. 


A N S W E R : It has always 


been a puzzle to me that 
young, vigorous, 
perfectly 


healthy people can have bad- 
ly decayed teeth, yet it oc- 
curs too frequently to be an 
oddity. On the other hand, 
it's ' certainly, .obvltitis/ that, 
"bad teeth" can affect one's 
general health. 


I don't believe that teeth 


and gum infections can di- 
rectly cause falling hair, but 
one's health is certainly in- 
fluenced 
by 
conditions of 


teeth and gums and support- 
ing structures; and nervous- 
ness is often a by-product of 
a breakdown of the dental 
apparatus. 


Acute 
inflammations 
in 


and around the mouth can 
dramatically 
affect 
blood 


and other tissues. And chron- 
ic diseases in this area can 
affect 
all sections 
of the 


body, in some cases irrevoc- 
ably.

newspaper lines 


dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 -Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily Jan. 1, 1920, by his son, 
Ed. McCorkle, publishing until 
the 1929 consolidation.

Lowry Brothers.

son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph.

— Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury.

who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol. W.W. 
Folsom the last-named dying in 
1916. 


1916 — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 
- Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 
—Cannon sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Pi-ess. 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Pi-ess as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer.

Condors Make 
NlcCormack's 


a Comeback 
Top Aid Is 


BAKERSFBELD, Calif. (AP) 


— The California condor maybe 
coming back from the edge of 
extinction. 


More than 270 sightings were 


reported Wednesday and Thurs- 
day in the annual count of the 
once-aboundant vultures, down to 
an official low of 38 in 1965. 


"I don't know if we'll exceed 


last year's confirmed count, but 
it sure looks like we're in the 
ballpark . . . We're optimistic," 
said Bob Mallette of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. 


Scores of bird watchers on 


peaks and ridges 
in rugged 


mountains around the southern 
rim of the San Joaquin Valley 
noted each sighting by time, di- 
rection and altitude. 


All sightings will be checked 


against others to eliminate du- 
plication in obtaining a final fig- 
ure. Last year It was 52 and the 
year before 47. 


Wildlife officials and the Au- 


dubon Society have been cam- 
paigning for decades to check 
the seeming flight toward obli- 
vion of the black birds with the 
10.0 foot wing-spread whose only 
enemy is man. 


The condor once flourished 


from British Columbia to Lower 
California. 


With the settling of the West, 


their breeding grounds shrank 
to a small, 'isolated area of 
Southern California set aside as 
a sanctuary. Farms and cities 
spread 
over 
their 
feeding 


grounds. Some were caught in 
trajjs set near the carcassed of 
cattle for coyotes and wolves. 


There is a $1,000 fine for 


shooting one, but during hunting 
seasons dead birds have been 
found 


Suspended 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


top aide of House Speaker John 
W. McCormack has been sus- 
pended following a charge he in- 
terceded in a stock case with 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 


Martin Sweig, 40, who has 


been on McCormack's staff for 
24 years, was named in an SEC 
suit as having arranged a meet- 
ing last May at which the SEC 
was asked to lift a ban on the 
sale of Parvin-Dohrmann Co, 
stock. 


The suit says Parvin-Dohr- 


mann paid $50,000 to Nathan Vo- 
loshen, a friend of McCormack's 
for 
whom it said Sweig ar- 


ranged the meeting. A week lat- 
er the SEC ban against sale of 
the stock was lifted. 


McCormack, D-Mass., said in 


a statement that he was una- 
ware of Sweig's alleged involve- 
ment in the SEC proceedings 
until earlier this week. The 
statement was handed out to re- 
porters 
and the 76-year-old 


speaker was said to be out of 
town. 


"Martin Sweig admits an er- 


ror of judgment but denies any 
improper conduct as a member 
of my staff," said the state- 
ment. "He has worked for me 
for over 24 years. He has never 
given me reason to doubt his 
loyalty or integrity. 


"I will be shocked if the trust 


and responsibility I have placed 
in him lias been abused. He as- 
sures me that it has not," 


McCormack said Sweig has 


been suspended from his $36,000 
a year job without pay "until all 
questions concerning this mat-

While many details remain to 


be worked out, the initial outline 
of the plan calls for the removal 
of all American combat units 
except two, according to the sto- 
ry in Newsday, a Long Island 
afternoon newspaper. 


The columnist said the units 


to be left behind are the most 
mobile—the 1st Air Cavalry Di- 
vision and the 173rd -Mr-borne 
Brigade, They 
total between 


17,000 and 18,000 men. 


"The rest of an American 


force of between 150,000 and 
200,000 men scheduled to be in 
Vietnam at the end of next year 
will be air and support troops," 
the story said. 


Miss Lewis said the speedup 


of troop withdrawals was the 
key decision made in Nixon's 
meeting with the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff on Oct. 8.

Even After 
War Troops 
Will Stay

WASHINGTON '(AP) -Thou- 


sands of U. S. troops probably 
will remain in Vietnam to ad- 
vise and train South Vietnamese 
forces even after the war stops, 
according to Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird. 


Laird's remarks to newsmen 


Thursday sounded like a return 
to the U. S. advisory effort main- 
tained in South Vietnam under 
President John F. Kennedy. 


This was the first time Laird 


has spoken publicly of adminis- 
tration 
thinking along these 


lines, and it is at odds with 
those demanding a total 
and 


swift U. S. withdrawal. 


At a spot news conference, 


Laird refused to be specific, but 
said such a "residual force" of 
trainers and advisers would be 
a little bigger than the 6,000 or 
7,000 men he said were in Viet- 
nam during the Kennedy admin- 
istration. 


The U, S. advisory force grew 


to about 16,000 men by the time 
Kennedy 
was assassinated in 


November 1963, President Lyn- 
don B, Johnson sent American 
troops to Vietnam on a major 
scale in 1965 and the fighting 
strength rose to 543,500 after the 
United States assumed the lead, 
ing combat role.
